When the CIO meets in its constitutional convention in Pittsburgh on Nov. 14 to con- 
solidate its forces and to chart out its general policy the most important general question it 
will confront will be that of trade union unity. This is now a burning issue. The situa- 
tion of the labor movement makes it both imperative and quite possible that the breach 
in the ranks of Labor be closed. And a good strong lead by the CIO convention on this 
question may well result in unifying the A. F. of L. and CIO together in the very near 


future. 


Since the breakdown of the unity negotiations a year 
ago conditions have changed so as to vastly improve the 
possibility of healing the trade union split. The harm of 
the continued division in Labor’s forces is becoming in- 
creasingly obvious. The Fall elections showed that there is 
a growing consolidation of reactionary forces around the 
banner of the Republican Party, and the labor movement 
must absolutely be united in order to meet this menace. 
Moreover, because of the A. F. of L. leaders’ war against 
the CIO, there has been serious jeopardizing of elections, 
labor legislation, strikes and organizing campaigns.
